Bancroft'* Treaty Coniidersd Fair Enough

WASHINGTON CITY, Oct 10.—Mr. Porter' 


assistant secretary ol state, referring lo o 
cable dispatch that Minister Pendluton a 
negotiating a treaty, said that thore had 
been many complaints of the Inefficiency of 
tho Bancroft treaty to protect Gerinan- 
Amorican citizens la their old homo, but that 
this government had taken no steps to nego- 
tiate with the Gorman government tn regard 
to tho matter. He said he did not believe 
that Mr. Fendloton had ;dono anything, but 
intimated that the minister is studying the 
matter with a view of fkidlDB out what, if 
anything, can; bo dono. Secretary Foster 
also stated that it seemoil to be tho general 
opinion of well-informed people that tho 
Bancroft treaty Isavory liberal one; that we 
could hardly aslc tho Gorman government 
to forbear from punishing Germans who 
have obtained citizenship here for what 
violations of tho laws of that country (in- 
cluding evasion of military duty) they may 
havo committed bofora leaving Gtrmany, 
and that it would also be unfair to both 
this and tho Gorman government to ask tho 
latter to permit a German to come hero and 
bocomo a citizen only for tbe purpose of re- 
turning to his native land and thus ovado 
tho duties of citizenship to both countries.

The first session or the tobacco con- 


vention, which convened in Lippin's 
hall yesterday afternoon at two o'clock, 
was largely attended. The Bower City 
baud was preseut, and rendered some ex- 
cellent music. The address of the Hon. 
E. N. Phelps, president cf the Noiv Eng- 
land Tobacco association, was one ot ihe 
prominent features ot the afternoon ses- 
sion. Mr. Phelps is B fine specimen ot a 
Connecticut Yankee, and when he stood 
up before the large audience and in a 
clear and distinct 7oice, defined h,s posi- 
tion and tbe condition of the totacco 
industry as relating to the Sumatra law, 
in the New Eugland States, it was evi- 
dent to every 
man present that he 


was master of tho situation and thor- 
oughly competent to discuss tho ques- 
tion intelligently. Mr. Phelps nuggwt-d 
that the convention should form a perm- 
anent organization before adjournment' 
to act in concert with the eastern and 
middle tobacco growing states. 


Keearding the tariff question he stated 


thit three years ago 'iu the city of Hart, 
ford, Conn., 3,000 tobacco growers assem- 
bled in convention. As a result of this 
oonvehtion a permanent organization was 
formed, whoso executive committee ap- 
peared before tho ways and ir.eans 
committee in congress at its next session 
und presented a bill which they supposed 
adequate tojremedy tho ousting evil. Tho 
bill was passed and .became a law. It 
provided that on all leat tobacco, of 
which eighty-five per cent was suitable 
for wrappers, a duty of seventy-five cents 
if not stemmed, and one dollar per pound 
it stemmed, bo "imposed. Before the 
law was fairly enrolled, parties £in New 
York 
twho 
were 
deeply interested, 


started for Hollaed and superintended 
the packing of tobacco for tho American 
market. As a result the bales were so 
manipulated that eighty-four per-cent 
only was suitable for wrappers and thus 
the law was evaded on a technicality 
which, was not contemplated. 


Again tho Now England Committee 


appeared boforo Congress witb a bill 
which provided that Sumatra tobacco 
ot certain fineness aud texture, of which 
ono hundred leaves should weigh a 
pound, shall be required to pay a duty of 
seventy-five cents. Again they received 
recognition 
and the bill became a law, 


they returned homo feeling secure, but 
the foreign packers wore not to be out- 
done, and by careful handling the Su- 
matra crop of 
wrappers was so nicely 


assorted that ninety-nine leaves would 
weigh s pound and thus the spirit ot tho 
law was defeated. This is the attitude 
of the Sumatra question as it confronts 
ns to-day, and it is a grave question' 
requiring a concert of action on tbe part 
of all tho tobacco growing districts of 
tha country. As a result of the evasion 
tho speaker stated that only a single bale 
ot Sumatra which came to our ports last 
year, paid a duty ot 75 cents. When it 
is considered that the quality of Sumatra 
is fine and silky, and the leat email and 
delicate, and that one pound for wrapper 
purposes equals four pounds ot domes- 
tic, it will be readily seetr-that tho [rapid- 
ly increasing-importation means stagna- 
tion to the homo industry. 


Mr. Pholpa then stated that tho New 


England 
Association had decided to 


make another appeal to Congress, and 
after mature delibtration they had de- 
cided to framt a bill which should cover 
all imported wrapper stock and request 
that the duty bo placed at 81.00 por 
pound for unstemmed, at SL25 
per 


pound for stemmed. Qe had come from 
C-"npctiout to attend the Northwestern 
i u .-, notion tor the purpose of presenting 
this question and he asked that tho mat" 
l«r be carefully considered.

convention proceeded to permanent or- 
ganization with the following results;

Mr. A. M. Valentino addressed the 


convention, and stated that in accepting 
the office of 
secretary, be wanted to 


define his position; that .vhilehe favored 
a hifi'h protective tariff on imported, 
tobacco, he doubted the policy of goiuer 
before the next swsJon of congress with 
a demand for the revision o£ tbo tariff. 
H.the present law could be enforced in 
spirit, it ought to furnish sufficient pro- 
tootioa.

Hon. £i. B. Canwell was introduced, 


and said that ho nevei made a speech on 
tobacco; 
ho was present to-day, more 


particularly to learn; be presumed the 
question ot 
most 
importance 
was 


the tariff, and he wat glad to learn from 
Mr. Phclpn that congress was not re- 
sponsible for negligence in tho matter, 
as the bills presented had been passed as 
framed by the Now England Association, 
tho evasion of the law which hud result- 
ed was a base fraud. 


Tho present tariff if collected as de- 


signed might bo sufficient, but this fact 
confronts us, the culture ot Sumatra 
tobacco is yet in its infancy, and unless 
held in check it will soon crowd out our 
domestic leaf. There was no harm in 
askir? for a higher tariff, and if the to- 
bacco growing districts of the country

give them relief.' Tbe great [difficulty in 
revising the tariff was to bring any

many industries are represented that lha 
moment one was touched, tho entire list 
waa effected and clamored for a hearing, 
yet he believed that tho tobacco interests 
covering as they do r. wide rango of 
territory -were in a position to command 
a hearing. As a member of the house 
and interested in a leading tobacco dis- 
trict he would do all in his power to 
accomplish the desired results.] 


3lir Phelps again spoke and said that he 


was opposed to politics entering into the 
discussion. Tbo first question that will 
come before CDngretis at its next session 
will bo a revision of the tariff. iNow 
England will be thero to be heard, and 
so will Wisconsin. One dollar per pound 
is not an exorbitant revenue on im- 
ported leaf tobacco, and would not bo 
burdensome" to the email syndicate of 
importers who now declaro a dividend of 
four hundred per oeut. Thero was more 
than one way out of the woods. It nec- 
essary the duty 
on fillers could be 


reduced from thirty five to seventeen 
and a half cents per pcnnd, thus givnig 
us a better cigar for lesa money [and 
adding to tho profit of home manufac- 
turers.

In response to calls, Hon. Kichard 


Gunther, rf Oshkosh, stepped forward 
and was introduced by Mr. Noroross.

The 
tariff law was not what it ought to bo 
to protect the industries of America, 
Ho was for tariff—a prohibitory tariff- 
so far as protecting home industries. 
He favored any law which would protect 
tho Itibor ot thia country against the 
slave and cheap labor ot foreign coun- 
tries, and as between [.Americans and 
foreigners, ho was always with the Amer- 
icans. He was glad to seo Wisconsin 
booming as a tobacco producing state, 


and would do all he ;'could in congress 
to further the interests of those engaged 
in tbe growing ot tobacco. Mr. Gunther 
was frequently and heartily applauded, 


Mr. Edward L. Jiurchard, of Freoport, 


II!., eon o! Congressman Horatio C. Bur- 
churd, of Freoport, 111., was introduced. 
Mr. Bnrcbanl aaid it was bin first attempt 
at a public speech, and they must not 
txpect much. Many people m Stophon- 
Bon county, Illinois, were engaged in 
raieicg tobacco, and it was the intention 
ot his father to bo present at this meet- 
ing, but tbe press of public business at 
home prevented. He thanked tho con- 
vention for the courtosy ot calling him 
forward, and retired.

Congressman Caswell came forward acd 


offered the following as a memorial to 
congress: 
To the [Ion. Semite and House of Rep- 
raentattws of the i'uited State*. 


Your memorialists, the growers ot 


tobacco in the northwest, in convention 
assembled at Janesvillo, Wis., respect- 
fully represent under tbo present law 
imposing a duty upon the quality ot 
tobacco used for wr»p;.orn in tho manu 
facture of cigars, and the decisions of 
the treasury department, groat injustice 
is doue to the tobacco industry -of tho 
United States. 
That the act of congress of 1833, im- 


posing a heavy duty upon thu highest 
grades of tobacco, is evaded with such 
ease that nearly ill tbo finest qualities 
of foreign tobacco are shipped into thin 
country and admitted under the lowest 
rate of duty. 


That tho tobacco raised upon tho is- 


land of Sumatra and imported in largo 
qnantiea, is equal in vahio _Cor manufac- 
turing purposes tu four times its quantity 
ot our own production, and was sun- 
posed to bo subjected to a duty ot not 
less than savouty-tive cents and one 
dollar per pound. But by manipulation 
and a system of grading, nearly tbe whole 
crop of Sumatra tobaooo is brought 
withm the lowest class, and pay a duty 
of 35 cents only. 
This is conclusively 


shown by tho records ot the treasury 
department, wherein it 
appears that 


during 
the 
fiscal 
year 
ending 


Junq 
30tb, 
18S5, 
thero 
was 


imported from Sumatra under 
the 


head of "Suitable for wrappers," and on 
which a duty oC sevecty.-five cent" pt-r 
pound was paid, only 28,070 pounds, val- 
ued at S2il,'.!3v. or c-iRhty-six cents por 
pound, wbilo at tlio same time imported 
Irom this island.2,189,847 pound", valued 
at 81,857,259, or eighty-five- cents per 
pound, paying a duty of thirty-five cents 
ouly. The evasion 13 accomplished by 
grading tbe packages slightly below tbe 
scale, which is subjected to the highest 
duty, though in value it is but one cent 
per pound less. 


In view ot the cheap lands, and of the 


extreme low price paid for labor upon 
the island ot Sumatra, where tbis im • 
ported tobacco is grown, we find it im- 
possible here, with the uocessaiy capi- 
tal involved in its culture, and the 
just and fair remunerative prices, which 
our intelligent labor commands to com- 
pete with tho foreign production, and 
we pray your honorable body to take 
some action which will prevent tbe mon- 
strous fraud, to which this law, well in- 
tended, is now Qubjeoted, and thereby 
save, if you do not protect, an industry 
so important as the growth and manu- 
facture of tobacco to the whole United 
States. 


This also caused a lengthy disoussionj 


and finally tbo document was accepted 


of groat interest to those engaged in 
growing tobacco, containing statistics of 
interest to>ll. We will not attempt to 
publish, a synopsis of the paper at this 
time, but hope in the near future to 
present £tho entire ' document to our 
readers,

ing ot last evening, all persons present 
voted, whether delegates or not. Ho 
thought this was not right, and moved 
that a paper ehould bo circulated for the 
signatures of those wishing to become 
members of the association, each person 
joining to pay one dollar.

spend much money and this undertaking 
will tax our pocketbooks besides needing 
much wisdom.

Ho had raised 
tobacco fi'ty years, and boeides that bod 
bought, sold, manufactured and smoked 
large quantities of it, He had seen it 
range from four cents, even then giving 
growers a £good profit, to forty seven 
cents.

This allows the

solutely worthless. It look* well when 
being packed, but often in tbe sweat it 
becomes lulled out and inferior. He said 
that before cutting tobacco while green, 
he would let the frost cut it for him. 
When cut it should never oe left on the 
ground ;13 it becomes bruisad. When an 
exceedingly fine article is wanted, he 
favored hanging to strings by poles. This 
does not let it cure so fast, as tho split 
stalk dries faster. Tor dark lea!, keep 
doors closed, and for light leaf, open 
them. Farmers who sort their own to- 
baooo mver realize as his;h a prioo 
for it, as they might, because the class 
according soundness rather than qualityi 
This is entirely wrong, as an unsound 
leaf of good quality is worth much moro 
than an unsound leaf of poor quality^ 
Loaf should be haddled as little as pos- 
sible alter stripping. 


For tobacco land the best lot on the 


farm must be used, and it must be kept 
well manured. There is no use in trying 
to raise tho Crop on poor soil; that is 
the trouble with much of the loaf now in 
the market. He always manured in tho 
tall and plowed it 
under and then 


plowed it twico more in tho spring. 
This mads much less labor in cultivation 
than there would be otherwise. When 
all the land on a farm is equally good he 
believed in a rotation of arops. putting 
in grass for three years and then tobacco.
